Locating1 the W orld’s Fair. 


The question of the locution of the 
world's fair to be held in IH'.ki is now 
agitating the country, and New York 
W ashington and Chicago are rivals 
for the honor. 
The question will be 
decided this winter by congress and 
the three cities are leaving no stone 
unturned to secure the influence and 
support of the different members of 
congress. 
Of the three cities above 
mentioned, Chicago is certainly the 
most acceptable place for the people 
of the west and northwest, and in our 
opinion for the whole country for 
that matter. 
Chicago is nearer the 
center of population of the country 
than either of the other cities, and 
has better facilities in the way of 
transportation and space for ex hibits. 
There are many other reasons why 
Chicago is preferable for the location 
of an ex hibition of this kind, and we 
have no doubt when congress con­ 
siders this question it will la* decided 
on its merits, and the fair located in 
the “ Convention City.”

indication. 
The m eeting had been 
called to take action regarding bring­ 
ing suit against the fishing club 
There was a large attendance and 
much 
enthusiasm 
Speeches were 
made by a number of the loading 
business wen. and all urged that a 
suit 
for 
damages 
l>e 
instituted. 
Messrs J ohn Thomas & Sons, who 
had investigated the matter, reported 
that Messrs J ohn J . Linton and \\ . 
Horace Rose, two of the leading at­ 
torneys of the town, had agreed to 
fully investigate the matter for a 
retaining fee of $1,000. 
The amoui t 
was quickly raised and a committee 
was appointed to confer with these 
legal gentlem en and direct them to 
institute a suit at once. 
It was also 
agreed that if their report was favor­ 
able, several attorney« of national 
reputation should be employed and 
the suit pushed rapidly to a con­ 
clusion. 


The Work of Hoodlums. 


Valley City, N. D., Sjiecial Tele 
gram, Aug. 28.—The office of the 
Times-Record of this city was com­ 
pletely demolished by a mob last 
night. 
The editor is a pronounced 
prohibitionist, and has used his in­ 
fluence with telling effect, both in 
local affairs and in the recent state 
convention, when he so bitterly op­ 
posed the nomination of Allen of 
Fargo as to defeat that gentlemen. 
The anti-prohibitionists have often 
warned him to modify his ex treme 
course, but their words have 
only 
caused him to attack them the more 
bitterly. 
The paper had a strong 
and substantial following, and as no 
advance upon u could be made by 
attacking its patronage the advocates 
of lax liquor laws organized to down 
the editor by force. 
Ai dark last 
night 
they surrounded the office 
quietly, but by a perfect understand­ 
ing, and at a given signal a rush was 
made for the building. 
The door 
was forced open and the mad mob 
poured through, each one grasping 
the first object that came to hand and 
doing his best to demolish it 
The 
office this morning presented a dis­ 
couraging sight. Presses were broken 
ink was spread over walls and floors, 
type was heaped in confusion in a 
dozen places, while some had been 
hurled through the window to the 
street below’. Every particle of paper 
stock was destroyed; not a dollar’s 
worth of material escajied the general 
wreck. 
Several participants in the 
outrage are known and they will be 
most vigorously prosecuted.

at the same instant from her couch of 
gold, and throwing her lily-white 
arms about his neck, lifts to his face 
another face wild with pleading and 
love. So the Berlin master has caught 
aud depicted them, and so has laid 
upon the canvass a parting famous in 
all legend, history and =>ong. 
This 
painting alone will be well worthy of 
a trip to the State Fair to see. 
Too 
much cannot be said of ifi, wonderful 
coloring, the work of silver and gold 
on the beautiful grotto of Venusberg, 
and those tw o beings, one human and 
one divine, taking a farewell sep<-ra­ 
tion, is sim ply perfect. 
Superin­ 
tendent M unger is in rapture over 
his success in having secured this 
beautiful painting for the State Fair 
Art Gallerv.-

he paid and was released.

seemed very anx ious to keep the mat­ 
ter quiet and conceal his indentity.

Spokane Falls, in W ashington Ter­ 
ritory. 
He was on his way east to 
collect funds for the Catholic institut­ 
ions destroyed by fire, and had been 
on a spree. 
W hile intox icated he 
met three little girls, who he induced 
to come near him. 
He first caressed 
them, then began taking improper 
liberties wnth them, and finally re­ 
moved the frocks of two of the child­ 
ren leaving them naked.

was witnessed by several persons who 
informed the 
¡» lice and had him 
arrested. 
To conceal his identity it 
was arranged that he should plead 
guilty to disordly conduct, and the 
matter would be hushed up. 
After 
paying his tine the man disappeared. 


Kidnapped by a Bandit- 
Lo* Angeles , Cal., Aug. 29.—There 
is great ex citement at J aun Capistrino 
over the kidnapping of a young girl 
named Marie Hobona, by the noted 
bandit Sylvester Morales. 
The girl 
is 17 years of age. 
Morales was seen 
carrying her off on horse-back and a 
vigorous pursuit was organized. The 
bandit’s horse gave out and he entered 
tne stable of Henry Charles, one of 
wealthiest men in the county, intend­ 
ing to steal a horse. 
Charles was in 
the stable and w as shot dead. 
The 
father of the girl accompanied the 
officers to the scene of the murder to 
endeavor to find some trace of his 
daughter. 
He said the girl had never 
seen Morales until last Wednesday 
night, when he came to the house at 
San Dinquito, 20 miles north of San 
Diego, and entered the house where 
she was in bed. 
He drew a six - 
shooter and com pelled her to dress, 
mount his horse and ride away with 
him. 
Thursday afternoon Morales 
rode to the door of a store in N ista. 
San D iego county, leaving the girl 
and horse while he bought crackers 
aud sardines. 
Ou Friday they were 
seen going toward San J aun and were 
chased by officers, who captured one 
horse and the girl’s clothing. 
No 
further clue to the bandit's where­ 
abouts was found until Monday morn­ 
ing, when Morales rode through Sim 
Fernando, several m iles north of the 
scene of Saturday's tragedy. Morales 
was riding one horse and leading 
another and was armed with a W in­ 
chester rifle and two six -shooters. He 
was recognized by the officer who 
pursued him; but Morales soon dis- 
appeared, leaving the horse he was 
leading and turned back towards San 
D iego canon, where ho was seen late 
at night with the girl on horse-back 
going toward Trabura canon. Morales 
has sworn that ho will not be taken 
alive. 
H e is a dead shot and the 
sheriffs do not like to come into close 
quarters with him. 
Later reports are 
that ho is surrounded in the canon 
near Santa Anna and an ex tra posse 
has gone out to help the sheriffs.

S praying fruit trees in blossom 
with arsenical poisons is stro ng ly 
condem ned by Professor A. J. Cook. 
It poisons bees and the honey they 
are m aking , and Professor Cook 
thinks it m ay even poison people 
who e a t honey m ade from th e blos­ 
som s sprayed.

w ith fine and im prisonm ent.

A couple oi acres of rye sown the 
third week of la st A ug ust furnished 
an acceptable bite of p asture for a 
dozen milch cows after the frost had 
brow ned everything else, served to 
s ta r t up th e q u a ntity, q uality, and 
color of the b u tte r from the cows 
th is spring tw o o r th ree weeks before 
the reg ular p asture was available, 
and cut a full crop of g rain a t h a rv­ 
est tim e, which was as g ood in every 
p a rtic u la r as th a t on a n adjoining 
lo t which had not been p astured, 
tho ug h it was ten days o r tw o weeks 
later in ripening . 


P a rro ts are no t appreciated in this 
country as they arc in G erm any. In 
G erm any they are fed to all kinds of 
anim als including the p oultry. They 
do th e horses g ood, m ake m ore milk 
and b u tte r and of a rich color. They 
m ay be fed to cattle and horses, or 
cut w ith a spade in a box o r a ro o t 
cutter. 
F o r p o ultry they should be 
chopped fine. 
W hen 
m ix ed with 
m ang els, w heat chaff and a chop 
m ade of straw ’ or hay, p u t in a 
h a lf bushel of th e fodder and a peck 
of the ro o ts. 
This is g ood for horses 
when no t a t w ork, but when a t work 
p ut in som e o a ts or bran. 


We have alw ays believed th a t our 
farm ers would find sheep 
profit, 
able, if the land is dry enoug h. I t is 
of no use to a tte m p t to keep sheep 
on wet land. 
B u t» sm all flock on a 
a farm will certainly 
ordainarilv 
prove profitable. 
As h as been said 
m any tim es by us, and by others, 
sheep furnish aco nvinent way for the 
farm er to o b tain fresh m eats, a very 
desirable th ing for the averag e farm ­ 
er ana his family. 
Diet is such an 
im p o rta nt m a tte r th a t it 
m ig ht 
alm o st l>e said th a t to o much a tte n­ 
tion cannot 
Ik? g iven to it. 
If our 
pork which is eaten in th is country 
to so larg e an ex tent, was no t the 
best in the world, th e health of our 
people would be severely affected, for 
o ur consum ption of pork is very 
1 >.rg e. 
We have alw ays believed th a t 
there was enoug h in th is p o int alone 
to induce farm ers to g o to raising 
sheep. Then comes the profit, and 
we believe th a t a profit can be m ade 
from sheep, tak ing all th ing s into 
consideration, even under unfavor­ 
able circum stances.—W estern R ural.

lowed the poor privileg e of bring ing 
hom e a copy for m y own library, b ut 
if the United S tates g overnm ent is 
determ ined to p rp tect iny copyrig ht 
there does no t seem any way in 
which I can help m yself.’* The official 
answered th a t he had, of course, tq 
obey orders, b u t he laid th e book 
down on a trunk tra y aud m anag ed 
to forg et it, so th a t th e a u th o r has a 
copy of his book in th e Eng lish 
edition.

S ystem o f H (H M fkr.ping F rora.llla, 
in tho six t« r a th Cswtwry. 
We have an account, written in 1511, 
of the household of Henry Percy, Earl 
of Northumberland, in his Yorkshire 
castles of Wreatel and Leckenfield. The 
number of attendants who lived permar 
auntly in tho house was 156, besides 
those who were employed outside 
Amongst th* rn were officials of every 
sort, including eleven chaplain*, and a 
complete chuir to amg the »ervicc daily. 
The daily occupations of each were 
minutely regulated, and the system ol 
accounts wa* carefully prescribed. Th* 
various articles of provision for this vaet 
household were estimated for the yeai 
to amount to 2.116 quarters of wheat, 
124 bullocks, 677 sheep, ten ton* of 
Gascon wine, and so on in proportion. 
The meat was generally eaten salted, 
and needed 160 gallon* of mustard to 
make it palatable. 
Of course the 
number of the household does not in­ 
clude guests. 
Every day something 
like three hundred must have been fed 
at the castle. At six o’clock all attended 
service in the chapel, after which they 
breakfasted oft beef and ale. At ten 
o’clock came dinner, at four supper and 
at nine o'clock all retired to rest. The 
household of a great noble gave a train­ 
ing in business habits, in which our 
forefathers were as proficient as men of 
the present day. In feet, their ordi­ 
nary occupations were so few that they 
gave great attention to the regulation 
of the minor matters of daily life. 
The Earl of N orthum berland, how­ 
ever, was one am ongst a few in the 
greatness of his establishm ent and iii 
his magnificence. 
Even he had few 
om forts, as we should reckon; and 
when he moved from one of his castles 
to another, all his furniture was carried 
with him. 
The rough walls were hun£ 
with tapestry, which was suspended 
from hooks.* Food, '..bough plentiful, 
was coarse, and furniture was plain. 
There was little privacy in the grin: 
fortresses which the great inhabited. 
1’wo or three room s were set apart fat 
the use of the family and their guests; 
the rest w ere sm all cham bers for hold 
big stores and providing sleeping roonr 
for tho host of 
attendants.—2<cisurt 
Hours.
